Scott Allison is concerned 
about the state of the street in 
front of his home. 

The Buffalo Rd. resident 
says the street is full of pot 
holes and he’s concerned for 
motorists’ safety. 

He says the pot holes could 
cause a motorist to spin out, 
or it could destroy vehicles 
because of the "bumpy” ride. 

Allison is also worried 
about the amount of flooding 
that occurs when it rains and 
fills the potholes. 

“I went to the Town and I 
complained about it. The 
road is completely 
destroyed.” 

Allison says he was told 
that the Town has “a list of 
priorities” and the portion of 
Buffalo Rd. in front of his 
home which is near the 
Friendship Trail isn't on that 
list because it’s considered a 
“dead-end street.” 

“We have a right (to have 
proper streets),” Allison says. 

"We can’t let this road com¬ 
pletely go.

According to Allison, road 
improvements should be on 
the minds of residents when 
the municipal election is held 
in October.

The Buffalo and Fort Erie 
Public Bridge Authority, along 
with the Niagara Falls Bridge 
Commission announced last 
Friday its Nexus program has 
reached a major milestone.

Nexus began as a pilot project 
14 years ago and was fully 
implemented three years after 
its inception. 

“This is a huge milestone and 
it really demonstrates the inter¬ 
est in die program on both sides 
of the border, as well as the 
public’s appetite for the type of 
expedited border crossing 
experiences that Nexus pro¬ 
vides,” PBA general manager 
Ron Rienas said in a press 

In the same press release 
issued last Friday, NFBC gen¬ 
eral manager Lew Holloway 
said drivers want a “reliable 
and efficient way” tc 
border into the U.S. 


"Our region has been com¬ 
mitted to growing the Nexus 
program and it really is notable 
that the local enrollment cen¬ 
ters have handled 15% of the 
total program membership 
across all of Canada and the 
U.S.,” he added.

Residents should be mindful of 
what goes in their recycling box 
because its contents could pose a 
threat to wild animals. 

The Fort Erie SPCA’s manager, 
Wendy Trombley, said the organiza¬ 
tion has received two calls for ani¬ 
mals whose heads were trapped 
inside an open jars that were left in a 
recycling box. 

The first call was in June for a rac¬ 
coon that ended his search for a tasty 
treat by getting his head stuck in a 
peanut butter jar. He was later rescue 


by SPCA staff. 

The second call was in July for a 
skunk that died after he was suffocat¬ 
ed by a plastic bottle he found in a 
dumpster. 

"We don't get a lot of these calls,” 
Trombley said. 

"But we do suggest that people 
make sure their recycle boxes are 
more secure and rinse them so ani¬ 
mals aren’t attracted to them.” 

Trombley recommends recyclers 
ensure they put the lids back on jars 
and completely remove the lids from 

“Tin cans are extremely dangerous, 
especially when people only take part 
of the lid off, leaving extremely sharp 
edges." 

Trombley said the SPCA didn’t 
receive these types of calls last year 
but “it does happen.” 

"I don’t think people are doing it 
intentionally but I think education is 
key. People need to make sure their 
recycling is disposed of properly.”

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Region looks to improve tendering, purchasing process

While the final decision 
on procurement rests with 
them, regional councillors 
must observe a “quiet peri¬ 
od” before they are asked 
to make a decision. 

Niagara Region politi¬ 
cians were updated last 
Thursday night in council 
chambers on a procure¬ 
ment and purchasing 
review being undertaken 
by a task force of staff and 


councillors. 

While some councillors 
wanted more oversight of 
staff during the process of 
tendering, it was explained 
by corporate services com¬ 
missioner Mo Lewis that 
their involvement was 
restricted by law to approv¬ 
ing the terms before a con¬ 
tract was put to tender and 
to making the final deci¬ 
sion on the awarding of the 
contract. 

“The issue with respect 
to council involvement in 


an active procurement has 

by case law in Canada, not 
just Ontario, but in 
Canada,” Lewis said. 

"It is very clear that coun¬ 
cil should not be involved 
in an active procurement.” 

The idea behind the law 
is to avoid lobbying on the 
part of a contractor or sup¬ 
plier. 

Lewis said if a contractor 
or supplier has an issue 
during an active procure¬ 
ment, it is clear in the

Region’s procurement 
bylaw the issue should be 
brought to his attention. 

While he said he had 
never been approached by 
a contractor during the 
procurement process, 
Niagara Falls Coun. Bart 
Maves said, “I've been 
approached afterwards 
with a legion of stories of 
unfair procurements — a 
legion of them. 

“When you get visited 
after the fact by contractor 
after contractor, or busi¬ 
ness after business telling 
you not very good stories 
about the procurement 
process that’s occurred — 
in the past — do I not have 
some role of oversight? 
How do I get involved in 
oversight on behalf of tax¬ 
payers?” 

Chief executive officer 
Harry Schlange said if 
councillors have a concern 
with the procurement pro¬ 
cess they can bring the 
issue to either himself or 
the commissioner of cor¬ 
porate services or they 


could address it before 
council. 

In his report to council, 
Lewis suggests the Region 
amend its procurement 
bylaw to allow for the hir¬ 
ing of "fairness” advisors, 
auditors or monitors on an 
as-needed basis. He 
explained these experts in 
the field of procurement 
would be independent of 
staff and would serve advi¬ 
sory roles in regards to 
establishing a request for 
proposals on large con¬ 
tracts, monitor the active 
procurement process to 
make sure it is properly 
undertaken or to conduct 
an audit of the entire pro¬ 
cess should there be a 
complaint afterwards. 

Since he took the helm of 
the Region as CAO last fall, 
Schlange has instituted 
’ the corpora- 


he said Thursday, was that 
all Region procurement 
matters go through the 
corporate services depart¬ 
ment, rather than each 


department being on its 
own. He said this change 
will improve consistency 
and provide better scrutiny 
of the procurement pro- 

The report notes the task 
force met with a number of 
people in the construction 
industry for feedback on 
how to improve the 
Region’s procurement pro- 

Since the process of 
review is ongoing, Niagara 
Falls Mayor Jim Diodati 
suggested the task force 
reach out to all of the 
region’s chambers of com¬ 
merce.

GRAPEFRUIT AND MEDICATION 


Grapefruit and grapefruit juice are an excellent source of many 
nutrients that contribute to a healthy diet. Grapefruit is a good source 
of vitamin C, fiber, and the pink and red hues contain the beneficial 
antioxidant lycopene, thought to have a role in preventing various 
diseases such as cancer and heart disease. Studies have shown that 
grapefruit helps lower cholesterol, and there is evidence that the 
seeds have antioxidant properties. 

However, there are compounds in grapefruit called furanocoumarins 
that can interfere with the way your body metabolizes certain 
medications. This can lead to dangerously high levels of medication 
in the body and may increase the risk of rare but serious or life- 
threatening side effects such as slowed heart rate and muscle 
deterioration. For a few medications, it can lead to decreased 
effectiveness because these medications need to be metabolized in 
order to become active. Don’t take these interactions lightly, as some 
can cause potentially dangerous health problems. 

Both grapefruit juice (either fresh or frozen) and the fruit itself can 
affect certain medications and the effects have been seen with as 
little as one 8-ounce (250 mL) glass of grapefruit juice. The effects 
of grapefruit juice on medications can last up to 3 days, so taking 
them at different times of day will not help. Naturally sweet orange 
juice has not been shown to affect medications the way grapefruit 
juice does, but tangelos (which are related to grapefruit), lime juice, 
andSeville(sour) oranges may affect medications.

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Collection of tractors, carriages ‘better than going to the museum’

As many eyes hungrily 
viewed his collection of clas¬ 
sic trucks, tractors, sleighs 
and old farm equipment, 81 
year-old Bob Marr sat inside 
his workshop. 

The Stevensville resident 
waited patiendy for time to 
pass as an auctioneer auc¬ 
tioned off his collection, 
which included Ford tractors 
from 1939 and 1950, and an 
1890 horse buggy that came 
from France. 

Other items that were auc¬ 
tioned off include sleighs, 
farm equipment, gas engines 
and tools. 

Marr viewed each and 
every piece in his collection 
as a window into what life 
was like in the past. 

But it was time for each 
piece to find a new home. 

“My health is giving me 
trouble and no one else in 
the family is interested in 
running the farm anymore," 
Marr said of why he felt it 


was time to auction off his 
collection. 

It was time for someone 
else to enjoy all his pieces, he 

“Otherwise, all of the trac¬ 
tors will just sit there and 

Marr has lived in 
Stevensville "every day of 
(his) life" on his father’s 
Bertie Rd. farm. He didn’t 
continue his family’s tradi¬ 
tion of farming; instead he 
enjoyed working on cars to 
make ends meet. 

Marr began selling cars 
when he was 25 years old 
and it turned into his full¬ 
time job in the 1960s. 

The Times recendy sat 
down with Marr to talk about 
life growing up in Stevensville 
and his work. 

Question: Do you have a 
favourite carriage or tractor? 
Answer: Every tractor and 
carriage has its own story. 
Like antiques, they are all 
special memories and I 
acquired each of them from 


various places. 

Q: How did you acquire all of 
the tractors and machinery 
that you sold? 

A: I attended farm auctions 
all over Ontario. I went to 
Lancaster and Pennsylvania. 
I found auctions more inter¬ 
esting than going to a muse- 


Q: Are you sad to see all of 
your tractors and carriages 
sold? 

A: Not really. They are just 
material things. Instead of 
focusing on them I could 
have been watching Oprah 
on television. Half of the 
people (who visited the auc¬ 
tion) came to look and 
(didn’t) plan on bidding on 
anything. 

Q: What did you like about 
growing up on a farm? 

A: Some people are attracted 
to animals like a cat, a dog or 
even a heard of cattle. I didn’t 
want any part of it but my 
dad gave me a horse and that

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College signs partnership with Canadian Motor Speedway

Niagara College students 
will soon be trading in their 
classroom chairs for track- 
side seating. 

The school signed a deal 
with the yet-to-be-built 
Canadian Motor Speedway 
last week to collaborate on a 
variety of hands-on learning 
and research opportunities. 

It means Niagara College 
students will have the 
chance to work out of a 
research and development 
facility planned for the $400 
million autoracing track in 
Fort Erie, which is targeted 
for a late 2016 opening. 

"This will Just click it up 
to the stratosphere in terms 
of being able to learn on the 
job,” said Erik Tomas, the 
speedway’s media consul¬ 
tant. "This will almost serve 
as an auxiliary campus for 
these guys to go in and train 
on a very impressive track 
that they would normally 
have to get on a bus and 
travel a long distance to go 

Niagara College will join 
McMaster University in the 
planned million-square-feet 
of research and develop¬ 
ment space. 

“They’re both going to be 
using the oval and road 
course for testing and I 
imagine there will be a cer¬ 
tain amount of sharing in 
terms of labs and facilities,” 
Tomas said. 

Steve Hudson, Niagara 
College’s vice president, 
academic, said the collabo¬ 
ration will extend outside of 
the automotive programs. 

"This is a world-class 
attraction that will bring 
together everything from 
hospitality to engineering 
technology," said Hudson. 
“There are elements of this 
proposal that align with 
almost all of our areas of 
specialization - in both aca¬ 
demics and applied 
research.” 

Canadian Motor 
Speedway partner and exec¬ 
utive director Azhar 
Mohammad said the 
school’s wide variety of pro¬ 
grams was part of the attrac¬ 
tion to sign a deal. 

“We absolutely believed 
in what they were doing with 
the students. If you look at 
all of the activities and pro-

grams provided at Niagara 
College, they cover all facets 
of what the speedway 
needs,” he said, adding that 
the collaboration will help 
the track sustain revenues 
while also benefiting the 

Canadian Motor 

Speedway has been in the 
works for years, but Tomas 
said planning remains on 
course for an opening date 
in “the third quarter of 
2016.” 

“Nothing has happened 


to this point to make us 
waver on that,” he said. 

Tomas said the overall 
site plan is now awaiting the 
Ministry of Transportation’s 
decision on how the QEW 
interchange at Bowen Rd. 
will look. 

“Once (CMS) has the 
commitment, they can start 
working on the site,” he 
said. 

Work on Miller Creek, 
which is being re-routed 
behind what will eventually 
be the oval track's grand-

When a person becomes sick, 
it takes a toll on his or her loved 
ones, according to Spada. 

“Sometimes it means time has 
to be taken from work, and 
money is spent on gas, groceries 
and hotels,” she said. 

The cost of sickness can cause 
financial strain for anyone, she 
added. 

"Through last year’s fundrais¬ 
er, we were able to help our 
friend to pay for a portion of the 
gas needed and treatment at 
Sunnybrook Hospital." 

Spada said her friend was able 
to get through the treatment
